Rearmament is not defence. Its ~ 


purpose hitherto har been to 
add to the instruments of 
agarcsston. In - responsible 
circles grave anaicty is being 
voiced over the Government's 
failurao to carry through 
sound air raid precautions. 
Recently Atr-Commondore Gharl- 
ton. reviewed the military 
aspects of this problem. To- 
day, Professor Haldane sug- 
gests a new, and striking, point 
of view. | 
Nase eaaaeltcit CHARL- 
TON argued recently 
that Britain must build a fect of 
bombing acroplanes larger than 
the German air fleet, because Ber- 
lin in twice as far from a British 
nir base as London from a Ger- 
man air base. His. argument is 
sound if the only reply to a Ger- 
man air raid on London is a Bri- 
tish alr raid on Berlin. 


This Is the view taken by the 
National Government. 1 believe 
that it is not only morally but 
technically wrong. I am not, like 
Commodore Chariton, an expert 
on air warfare. But I have the 
advantage over him of having 
passed nearly three months of the 
Inst 18 in a country subject to 
constant air raids, namely, loyal 
Spain. | I have ‘been in a number 
of air raids, have seen their phy- 
sical and moral effects, and the 
methods taken to counter them. 

If the British people knew what 
was being done in Spain they 
would cither: force their present 
Government to do as much for 
them, or turn it out in favour of 
one which would give them pro- 
tection. 

An airman can attack civilians 
in four different ways. He can 
shoot them down with machine 
guns. He can poison them either 
with gas bombs or by spraying a 
liquid. He can burn their houses 
with incendiary bombs. Or he can 
blow them to pleces with high- 
explosive bombs. He can also 
launch a torpedo against ships. 
Only two of these weapons, the 
machine gun and-the high-explo- 
sive bomb, Itave been used on any 
scale in Spain. ‘ 

For many years the people of 
Britain have been told, by paci- 
fists and reactionaries alike, that 
they were in terrible danger from 
a gos attack. I have alwoys or- 
gued that this was untruc, But 
my arguments carried no weight. 
Finally, the dread of a gas attack 
becamo so great that the -Govorn- 


|ment was forced to‘act,.and we 


are told that gas masks aro ready, 
or nearly ready, for’ most of the 
population, though not for babies. 

Yet gas has not been ysed at all 
in Spain, and not to any great ex- 
tent in China. 7 

I think the main:reason for this: 
is simple. Gas. is only effective 
when used on a large'scale in the 
open air. Suppose I’ want to kill 
as many soldiers as possible in uo 
given area of trenches, I may shell 
them with high explosives or at- 
tack them with gas, elther from 
cylinders, projectiles, or spraying 
acroplanes.

Now if I put over a thousand 
high-explosive shells I shall kill 
about ten times as many people as 
if I put over a hundred. Perhaps 
only nine times as many, . because 
sometimes two shells will burst in 
‘the same place. But if I put over 
a thousand. gas shells I shali kil) 
20 or even 50. times.as many as if: 
I put over only a hundred. 

When a gas-shell burats the-air 
round ‘it'for a certain distance is 
80 poisonous that an unprotected 
man will dio. after two or: .three 
broaths, Further away-he may 
cough, ‘siecze or weep, but he will 


.}recover. : 


If I put ovor two shells at once, 
the area where the concentration 
is deadly will fhe more than dou- 
bled if they burst fairly close to- 
Between the two there 
will be a zono whore the alr would 
not be made poisonous by elther 
alone, while both together will 
make it. deadly. . 

Again, if I fire a single ogas 
shall at a given spot, a man say 
20 yards away will be exposed to 
a low concentration for ono min- 
ute; and will live. But if I fire 
ten shells one after another he 
will breath the gas for ten min- 
utes, and dio,

them somewhere Jn London, I be- 
lieve that he will be too busy dod- 
xing our fighters and shells to 
put them just where he wants. 

Further, even though fow 
houses can ‘be made quite gas- 
proof, they keep gas: out unless 
the gas concentration outside re- 
mains high for a long time. For 
this rengon, I think gas ison In- 
effective wenpon against towns. 
Of course, any. day a gas raid on 
a Spanish town may wipe out the 
population and prove me wrong. 
But until this happens, I shall 
stick to my opinion. 

Even if gas were effective in 
Spain, where very few civillans 
havd yet got gas masks, it might 
fnil against a properly protect- 
ed population. 

Incendlary bombs were used on 
Madrid in Novembor, 1936. They 
proved ineffective. Some houses 
were burned, but not many, and 
in Jater raids only high  explo- 
sives were used. They might bo 
a little more dangerous in London, 
where more wood is probably used 
in houge-building than in Spain. 
But I do not believe they could set 
all London ablaze. Here ex-

The. main weapon ofthe bomb- 
er is the high-explosive. bomb.” 
Even small bombs. weighing 60 
pounds or so will greatly damage 
houses on which they fall. Five- 
hundred-pound bombs will go 
through six floors ‘hefore bursting, 
and will demolish even a large 
house unless it ja made of ferro- 
concrete, in which~case it is sha- 
tered, but. not generally brought 
to the ground. 

The effect of a one-ton bomb ix 
stupendous. The blast will knock 
over a wooden hut 100 yards 
away, o badly built house at 60 
yards, ond evena fairly solid one 
ut 25. But here, too, forro-con- 
crete will stand where brick or 
stone falls. 

Against this danger there are 
three types of defence. A good 
deep cellar with a ferro-concrete 
or vaulted stone reof will protect 
people against anything ‘but it 
may be knocked down, and every- 
pne in it killed. But people in 
the cellar usually escape. 

When Guernica was bombed, 
many of the people were killed in 
the houses and streets. Others 
ran into-the country, and were 
shot’ down by machino guns. 
There wore not enough cellars 
for all. But over a thousand 
people hid in cellars, and, accord: 
ing to my informants, not one was 
killed. : 

Secondly, special sholters are 
being made. The best that I sow 
consisted of 600 yards of tunnels 
56 fect underground, and lined 
with tiles. and coment. , There 
were four different entrances, and 
room for a thousand people. It 
was believed to be proof against 
anything, and cost about 100 po- 
sotas (say 12s.) per head. Such 
n shelter Js only possible where 
the goll Is very tough and dry. 

The usual .sheltor is 10 to 26 
fect underground. It has a roof 
of concroto, and in divided Into o 
number of chambers. “Abovo tho 
roof aro 12 to 20 feot of-carth, then 
threo fect of concrete, and a little 
more earth. The upper layer of 
concrete will burst 1 bomb, and 
the oarth will disafpate the shock.

A one-ton bomb, It is thought, 
might kill tho peopic.in the com- 
partment directly below. it, but 
most of thz-pcople-in any shelter 
would survive, . 

. Refuges of this type hold. from 
500 to 4,000 pcople, and cost about 
450 peactns (any £3) per head. In 
Valencin there aro large numbers 
of them; complete with sanitary 
conveniences and wall paintings, 
They con casily'be made gas- 
proof, They are said to be 
enough for moat of the population 
of Valencia, though’ [I cannot 
vouch for this myself. 

The Spaniards, and particularly 
the Catalans, are planning ahend, 
and many of these shelters are to 
be used as bath houses, school 
basements, municipal stores, and 
so on, when the war, ia over. In 
most towns tho shelters are not 
all finished, but in| many cases 
they will be within a few months, 

Finally, in the villages and 
suburbs, trenches are dug, and a 
foot or so of head cover made to 
protect against splinters. Provid- 
ed such a trench has sufficient 
corners, it is very much safer 
than a houso, and gives protec- 
tion againat anything but a direct 
hit from a large bomb. If IT had 
a garden I should certainly dix 
myself a shelter of this tyre, and 
take the risk of a gas attack, + 

I am convinced that such pro- 
tection as this, though not com- 
plete, would reduce casualties In 
air-raids to ono tenth of what they 
would be at present. It is no usc 
anying that such protection is im- 
possible, It is being given in 
Spain. 


It Ia true that in Spain the 
land which is required is con- 
scripted, and much of tho In- 
bour is voluntary. The cost 
would certainly be greater in 
Britain, ; 


Such shelters would immensely 
reduce the danger of war. In aplte 
of the failure of aircraft to: knoclk 
out Spain or China, there are Btill 
Fascist military Ieadera who be- 
lieve in the posalbility of winning 
no war by a few giant air raids. 

This would be out of the ques- 
tion if wo had air-raid, sheltors, 
And, above all, these shelters 
would bo no threat to foreigners.

I submit that a programme of 
adequate bomb-proof shelters ip a 
humanitarian programme which 
may save hundreds of thousands 
of lives. Jt is a pacifist pro- 
gramme, which will not threaten 
foreigners but will make war leas 
Ukely. And it 1s a practical pro- 
gramme. . 

It iy being carried out in Spain, 
a poor country, in time of war. It 
can be carried out in Britain, a 
rich. country, in time of peace. 

If the Labour Movement insists 
upon it, it will bo carried out. If 
nothing is done to protect our wo- 
‘men and children, while we pre- 
pare to kill those of foreign na- 
tlons, a very: heavy responsibility 
will rest not only on the National 
Government but on the Labour 
Party as well. 

1 do not belleve that the Labour 
Party will fail in its clomentary 
duty. But overy lover of peace 
should make it his or her busincas 
to see that the Labour Party doos 
not fail.

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PEACE MEDIATION RUMOURS 


OVES on the diplomatic chessboard habitually mean much 
M more than mects the eye.. A few months ago when rum- 
ours spread and grew that Japan. was soeking German mediation 
of the Sino-Japanese way, they’ were srenerally discredited by 
careful observers. | It was felt that, Jamin-might- be feeling the 
severity of the strain and be throwing oul a trial balloon to test 
the Chinese response, but the idea was not seriously entertained 
that Herr Hitler's preoccupations were likely to include readiness 
to intervene as a peace-maker in the Far East. Jn the final 
showdown, however, it was revealed that Dr, Trautmann in Han- 
kow and Dr, Dirksen in Tokyo had made a serious effort at media- 
tion extended over a long period and that it was only the failure 
of Dr. Dirksen to persuade the Japanese Government substantial- 
ly to modify their terms that led to the abandonment of the 
effort when Chiang Kai-shek’s rejection of Mr. Hirota’s four 
points was certain. Now somewhat. similar rumours are circulats 
ing regarding the activities of Sir Archibald Clark-Kerr in 
Shanghai, the suggestion being that the British Ambassador 
left Kngland with clear instructions for a compromise offer to 
be made to Japan and, in the event.of a good reception, tendered 
to the Generalissimo on his arrival in Hankow. 


How much truth there is behind the reports, it is impossible 
at this stage to suggest. Much has been made ‘of the fact that 
Sir Archibald, following conversations with Mr. Hirada, Secre- 
tary to the Japanese Embassy, discussed affairs with Mr. Shira- 
tori, former Japanese Ambassador in Sweden, and significance 
has been attached to the delay announeed in the departure of 
the Britizh Ambassador for Hong Kong, en route to Hankow and 
Chungking. ‘The reports emanate from Japanese sources. They 
conflict with declarations by Mr. Hirota in the Dict. On Wed- 
nesday the Foreign Minister stated specifically that no peace 
negotiations were in progress.and.thut, the: good offices of a third 
Power had been neither sought nor encouraged. Whether there 
is any foundation for the repeated hints, therefere, can only be 
shown by events. : 


Some might be tempted to assume that Britain could well 
adopt the role of mediator. It is certain that China would wel- 
come Britain’s nid if it meant that peace could be achicved with- 
out loss of honour and without sacrifice of the principle of ter- 
titoriql integrity... What is more doubtful is whether Japan 
would be prepared to reduce her awn requirements to the extent 
which would enable Britain to go to Chiang Kai-shek and honest- 
ly recommend his acceptance of a compromise offer. Even since 
Dr. Trautmann’s efforts failed, the situation has undergone 4 
change and it has been a change which is detinitely not more 
favourable to the conclusion of un carly peace. Sir Archibald 
Clark-Kerr stated whilst in Hong Kong that }pe «vould willingly 
adopt the role of mediator if his services were sought.. But that 
is quite a different matter from taking the intitintive, It js ag 
well, too, to remember two other factors. Japan’s militarists 
have made up their minds as to their future course, from which 
they are unlikely to be diverted by “Foreign Office meddling’ 
at this stage. Secondly, recent increase of Japanese. pressure in 
several fields is indication enough that the British Ambassador 
will need his energies in the defenco of British rights and inter- 


cleats without embarking on a forlorn hope. Britain has long lost 


any illusions about the situation in the Far Kast. Japan reiter- 
ates -her guarantee that the rights of third Powers will'be fully 
protected, but expericnce:in Manchukuo has already illustrated 
what happens to the “Open Door” in a puppet state which Japan 
had specified for North and Central China andthe first condition 
in any proposals’ for iw settlement.

Advances in the last forty or 
fifty yeurs have been rapid, and 
although new discoveries are still 
being made and will continue to - 
be made, doctors have every rea- 
son to be proud of the knowledge 
they have acquired both as to pres 
venting and curing disease.

They dressed alike in 
light-fitting black silk frocks with 
hard, deep white collars.

But it was not only the discom- 
fort of the collars which made 
them earry their heads high 
There was a gulf fixed between 
them and the-humble peasant pco- 
ple they served, They were tho 
daughters of the late Timothy 
O'Doherty, Exq., builder and suc- 
tioneer in the county town of Kil- 
kellan; a man who consorted with 
the clergy and professional

the travelling bank every Thurs- 
day, that Mary Cassidy had been
